Coldwell Warns Victoria 
Meeting Big Business 
Planning Lay-offs 


STARTS TOUR 


Unremitting war against unem- 
ployment was promised by M. J. 
Coldwell, M.P., C.C.F. National 
Leader, when he addressed a 
crowded public meeting at Vic- 
toria on Monday of this week. 
This was Mr. Coldwell’s first meet- 
ing since returning to Canada 
from the San Francisco Confer- 
ence. 

In outlining what\a C.C.F. gov- 
ernment would do if elected to 
office on June ilth, Mr. Coldwell 
said: 

“Your C.C.F. government will 
call parliament together at the 
earliest opportunity and submit to 
-Parliament measures for the prose- 
eution of swift and certain. war 
against poverty and disease. 

“Your government will press 
that war to a victorious conclusion 
with all the energy, skill and plan-

Business drive against the C.C.F. 
is now on—financed to the tune of 
more than a million dollars. It 
started in Ontario May 14 and 
extended to the rest of Canada on 
May 21, using radio broadcasts, 
newspaper ads and literature. (The 
first advertisements appeared in 
the Alberta daily papers on Mon- 
day and Tuesday of this week.) 

Camouflage “front” for the cam- 
paign is the “Public Information 
Association”, organized by B. A. 
Trestrail of Toronto. Trestrail was

NEW QUEBEC HYDRO 
A PAYING PROJECT 


QUEBEC—The first report of 
the new Quebec Hydro -Electric 
Power Commission from April 15 
to December 381 of last year has 
been tabled in the Quebec Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

Similar to the publicly-owned 
Ontario Hydro Electric Power 
Commission which has been func- 
tioning in that province for years, 
the Quebec Commission went into 
operation on April 15, 1944, tak- 
ing over the properties of the 
Montreal Light, Heat and Power 
Company and all the shares of the 
capital stock of the Beauharnois 
Light, Heat and Power Company. 

The report shows the new Que- 
bec Hydro made a good showing, 
with a balance on hand of $9,- 
600,000 from revenues received 
after taking care of expenditures.

DREW HARKS BACK 
97 YEARS IN ONT.

TORONTO (CPA)—“Old par- 
ties and big business have no real 
answer to the. C.C.F. program so 
they make a tremendous noise 
about things which are not in our 
program and never were”, said E. 
‘B. Jolliffe on a provincial radio 
network here last Saturday. 

Premier George Drew on the 
yadio’ last week “had to go way 
back to 1848 and read a few sen- 
tences from a document which was 
written in Europe 4,000 miles 
away and 97 years ago”, Jolliffe 
declared. Drew had read from a 
‘Communist manifesto as evidence 
of what the C.C.F. would do if it 
were returned to power. 


Mr. Jolliffe denied specifically’ 


that the C.C.F. would take away 
a farmer’s farm or prevent him 
renting or selling or willing his 
land, or that the C.C.F. would 
regiment farmers. 

The present campaign against 
the C.C.F. is financed at enormous 
cost by big business and managed 
by an American, said the C.C.F. 
leader, referring to B. A. Trestrail. 
“Being from the United States 
and having been connected with 
big business for many years he 
knows nothing of British and 
Canadian parliamentary _ institu- 
tions or of our methods of making 
progress by orderly change. Cer- 
tainly he knows nothing of demo- 
cratic socialism a: understood and 
practised by the British Labor 
Party, the New Zealand Labor 
Party, the Australian Labor Party 
and Canada’s Farmer Labor Party, 
the C.C.F.,” Mr. Jolliffe said.

The 
big dough was given freely, even 
eagerly, by big shots and finan- 
well knew what they 
were doing. 

I am, however, firmly convinced 
that hundreds of small business- 
men who were bamboozled into 
contributing had no idea that 
their money was going to be used 
to pay for such dirty propaganda.

A $1,000,000 FIGHT 


They were told, and are still be- 
ing ‘told, that if the C.C.F. got in 
they would lose all, and that only 
Trestrail could save them from 
that fate. 

“In Now York and Chicago those 
who use threats to make regular 
collections from small businesses 
“for protection” are called racket- 
eers. I ask Trestrail wherein his 
tactics differ. 

His literature contains a bitter 
personal attack on David Lewis as 
a “Jew’. His booklets, pamphlets! 
and ads are illustrated with more 
vicious anti-Semitic cartoons than 
the Nazis ever used in their news- 
papers in Germany. 

As part of his “publicity stunt” 
Trestrail is advertising a $5,000.00 
cash prize quiz contest in which 
he asks a few vague questions 
about the C.C.F. There are a few 
more specific questions I would 
like to ask Mr. Trestrail:

(2) Is it not true that huge 
stocks of his booklet “Social Sui- 
cide”, attacking the C.C.F., were

pany -and Robert Simpson Com- 
pany in Toronto, for distribution 
free to every householder in Can- 
ada? 

(3) Were not the female em- 
ployees of Simpsons taken off the 
job of mailing catalogues to work 
on the distribution of Trestrail’s 
pamphlet? 

(4) Who paid for this work, 
Simpsons ‘or Trestrail? 

(5) Was not the printing actu- 
ally done on the Tory presses .of 
George B. McCullogh’s Glebe 
Printing Company in Toronto? 

(6) If so, why was this fact 
so carefully concealed? 

(7) Did Trestrail borrow the 
ideas for his anti-Semitic cartoons 
from the Nazis? 

(8) If not, where did he get 
them? 

(9) Does he believe in the same 
all-out persecution of the Jews 
that the Nazis committed? 

(10) If not, how far would 
Trestrail go? 

(11) How much is ‘he making 
personally out of his campaign? 
Questions for Gov’t 
There are also a few questions 
I would like to ask of the Domin- 

ion Government: 

(1) Trestrail’s booklet ‘Social 
Suicide’? does not anywhere con- 
tain the name of the printer—in 
direct violation of Section 15A. of 
the Defense of Canada Regula- 
tions. Why was it allowed to enter 
the mails? 

(2) Was not this situation 
drawn to the attention of the De- 
partment of Justice by letter on 
May 10th, in sufficient time to 
stop what was obviously going to 
be a breach ef the law? 
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(3) di was no action taken* 


by that Department? 
(4) Why have Trestrail and the 
printers not been prosecuted?

ning that have been poured into the 
war effort against Nazi Germany. 

“What we have had to do in ac- 
tual war to defeat our enemies 
abroad we can and must do in 
peace to bring to our own people 
jobs, health, homes and plenty.” 

“Wirst,’”” he said, “Parliament 
will be asked to approve compre- 
hensive and energetic measures to 
press home’ unremitting war 
against unemployment. 

Lay-offs Planned 

“While the present government 
builds employment castles in the 
air big business is quietly going 
ahead with’ plans to lay off tens of 
thousands of war workers. At the 
same time big business is going 
ahead with plans to shut down 
most of the giant war plants which 
have passed under its control. Un- 
less we take effective means to pre- 
vent this ruinous policy there will 
be a short, feverish boom, and then 
depression. A million homes will be 
invaded by poverty, sickness and 
despair. 

“You can stop that policy by 
your ballots on June 11th.” 

Five Million Jobs 

Mr. Coldwell declared that a 
C.C.F. government would accept as 
its objective the provision of 5,- 
000,000 paying and useful jobs for 
the Canadian people in the fac- 
tories and shops, in the forests and 
mines, in the offices and on the 
farms, 

“Our objective will be to nail on 
the factory gates and hang in the 
windows a fair scattering of ‘help 
wanted’ signs,” he continued. 
“When those signs appear men are 
truly free and independent. 

Servant, Not Master 

“But,” he warned, “there will be 
no 5,000,000 jobs uniess finance is 
made the servant and not the mas- 
ter of the people. 

“There will be no 5,000,000 jobs 
unless the grip of the monopolies is 
broken and big industry is made to 
serve the people. 

“There will be no 5,000,000 jobs 
unless the people’s war plants are 
taken out of the hands of the mon- 
opoly interests and operattd to 
meet the peacetime needs of the 
nation. ; 

“There will be no 5,000,000 jobs 
unless we as a nation undertake 
great social projects, including 
power development, irrigation, con- 
servation of resources and the 
opening of the rich Northland.” 

War on Hunger ra 

Secondly, Mr. Coldwell pointed 

out, “your C.C.F. government will 
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wage war on hunger and ask the| with the progressive government of 


approval of Parliament for meas- 
ures to organize full production on 
the farms and adequate diets in 
the towns and cities. 

“More than half the families of 
Canada have never had enough of 
the rich, protective foods that 
make for health and comfortable 
living. At the same time the farm- 
ers of Canada have never known 
assured markets or fair prices.” 


Big Order for Farmers 
To wage a successful war on 
hunger Mr. Coldwell pointed out 
that the farmers “will need to pro- 
duce the following quantities over 


‘and above what was produced in an 


average year before the war, to 
meet the nutritional needs of the 
Canadian people. 107 million more 
gallons of milk each year; 38 mil- 
lion more pounds of beef; 76 mil- 
lion more pounds of pork; 315 mil- 
lion more pounds of flour; substan- 
tial additional quantities of fruits 
and vegetables. 

“These are the additional food- 
stuffs that must be produced and 
distributed if the plain people of 
Canada are to enjoy- the diet that 
only the rich can afford today. 

“Tn addition the farmers will be 
asked to produce to meet expand- 
ing export requirements and to 
assist in feeding the millions of 
underfed people throughout the 
world:” 

No Export Problem 


Canada has no export problem, 
the C.C.F. leader maintained. “She 


at 


“has an important problem. If,’’ he 


said, “we would buy, say from 
Great Britain the high quality 
china, cutlery, leather goods and 
machine tools our people need, 
Britain would gladly take from us 
grains, meats, dairy products and 
lumber in return. Planned trade 
can solve the trade problem.” 
War Against Disease 

Declaring that a C.C.F. govern- 
ment would wage scientific war 
against disease, Mr. Coldwell re- 
ferred to the fact that “every year 
sickness takes a toll of misery that 
could have been prevented. Every 
year death takes a toll of lives that 
could have been saved.” 

“Your C.C.F. government will 
ask Parliament to approve a vast 
extension in public health services, 
medical training and research, and 
the construction of hospitals and 
clinics,” Mr. Coldwell told his Vic- 
toria audience. “Your government 
will seek Provincial co-operation. 

Medical Care for All 

“The primary object will be to 
prevent sickness, but, medical care 
will be made available to all re- 
gardless of ability to pay. 

Our objective is medical care to 
all such as has been given armed 
service personnel during the war.” 

“Your C.C.F. government will 
enter into friendly competition 
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New Zealand,” Mr. Coldwell de- 
clared. “A chiid has a better chance 
of living longer in New Zealand to- 
day than anywhere else in the 
world,” he said. “Your government 
will seek to raise the life expect- 
ancy in Canada over that in New 
Zealand. The C.C.F. believes whole- 
heartedly in that kind of competi- 
tion. 

“Your government will base its 
health program on a frank recogni- 
tion that the roots of good health 
are to be found in good food, good 
homes, good education and recrea- 
tion.” 


Homes for the People 


Fourthly, the ‘C.C.F. leader 
promised, “your C.C.F. government 
will wage war on bad housing and 
direct the productive energies of 
the nation into the construction of 
modern, attractive, urban and 
rural homes, community centres 
and educational’ facilities. 

“Free enterprise condemns men 
and women to crowded tenements, 
rooming houses and unfair rents. 
Your C.C.F.. government accepts as 
its objective a nation of home- 
owners, and it will undertake a 
construction, program with the en- 
ergy and determination that have 
gone into the production of ships, 
tanks and aircraft during the war. 

“The Liberal Party is now 
busily taking credit for what is an 
inevitable and inadequate post-war 
building boom, but such a boom 
cannot begin to meet the housing 
needs of our people. 

“Your C.C.F. government will 
set as its goal the construction of 
1,000,000 modern, low-cost homes, 
in pleasant, well-planned commun- 
ities, over a ten year period.” 

Education 

“In addition your government 
will make grants-in-aid to assist in 
the construction of modern educa- 
tional facilities in town and coun- 


try. 

“Grants-in-aid will also be ad- 
vanced to local communities to 
make possible the construction of 
community centres. These will be 
centres for the arts, crafts, music, 
the drama, adult education and rec- 
reation. 

“Your C.C.F.. government will 
ask the approval of Parliament for 
a war memorial program in the 
form of national éoltaral and rec- 
reational buildings, including a na- 
tional library and national thea- 
tres. The Provinces will be asked 
to co-operate in this memorial 
program.” 

“Here is a call to arms in a 
nobler cause than any we have 
known,” he said in conclusion. “We 
seek to end the spectre of poverty 
and the tyranny of corporate and 
financial power. The Canadian peo- 
ple will rally in this cause as they 
have rallied for the defeat of 


tyranny abroad.”

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YES, JUDGE HIM BY HIS RECORD 


RIME Minister King is asking the Canadian voters to 
judge his government on its record. That is fair enough. 


What, then, is the record? 


First we must remember that the government to be 
elected on June 11th will be a post-war or peacé-time govern- 
ment. Mr. King surely would not say that in order for his 
government to function efficiently we must have a world 
war on! So it is the King government’s peace-time record 


which must be considered. 


In 1930 Mr. King was thrown out of office because the 
depression had come under his leadership. Unemployment 
was widespread, farm prices had collapsed. We had taken a 


tailspin into national poverty under Mackenzie King. 
Things got no better under Mr. Bennett. In fact they 


got worse for a time, But farmers in fairness must remember 
that Mr. Bennett did bring grain prices back to within strik- 


ing distance of cost of production. In 1935 the minimum price 
of wheat f.o.b. I't. William was 8714 cents for No. 1 Nor- 
thern, 

Although the King Liberals had campaigned on a plat- 
form of dollar wheat, one of their first acts as a government 
was to reduce the price to 80 cents. Then in 1989, just before 
the outbreak of war, the government introduced a bill to 
reduce the price to 60 cents. 

This action caused a revolt on the part of western farm- 
ers, They sent a large delegation to Ottawa to protest. The 
result was a “compromise” of 70 cents, the lowest in all but 
two of the previous fifty years. 

The “record” of the King government in the four years 
before the war was one of intensified poverty and despair on 
Canadian farms. Mr. King should indeed be judged on that 
record, 

The record in the urban areas was equally bad. There 
were hundreds of thousands of Canadian families on relief 
right up to the outbreak of war and for some time after. 
Only the war lifted Canada out of poverty under Mackenzie 
King. 

It is a peace-time government which will be elected on 
June 1ith. Mr. King’s peace-time record is one that should 
cause every Canadian to be thoroughly frightened of the 
return of the Liberal government. 


THE ELECTORS’ CHOICE 


T IS almost unbelievable that there are people in Alberta 

who are saying: ‘‘No, I don’t want an old party govern- 
ment, and I realize that the C.C.F. has the only chance of 
beating the old parties, but I am voting Social Credit again 
because I think a Social Credit member would support a 
C.C.F. government.” 

All the evidence is exactly contrary to such a belief. For 
example, a C.C.F. government would proceed immediately 
to nationalize the financial institutions. The C.C.F. believes 
such action to be essential to establish people’s control over 
money, credit and production. 

But Social Credit is opposed to nationalization of the 
financial institutions. Speaking on this very question in 
parliament on June 5, 1942, John Blackmore, Social Credit 
leader, said: 

“We do believe in private enterprise. That, the minister will 
find, is the distinctive difference between our movement and the 
socialistic movement, which seems to favor government ownership 
and direction. We believe it is better for the country to have 
private ownership.” 

On March 25, 1943 Mr. Blackmore said: 

“It is a fundamental stand of the Social Credit movement 
that the productive system of the country in every respect should 
be in private hands. .... If the chartered banks which loan money 
for commercial purposes are to be looked upon as part of the 
producing system, then in order to be logical we must have com- 
mercial banks in private hands.” 

Because Sociai Credit is so diametrically opposed to the 
C.C.F. policy of people’s democratic control of the financial 
and economic tnachinery of the country, election of Social 
Credit members can have no effect except to ensure the 
continuation of an old party government. 

Only the C.C.F.. and the old parties have a sufficient 
number of candidates to elect a government. The choice 
therefore is definitely between the C.C.F. and an old party 
government. A vote for any but the C.C.F. candidate will 
help to keep the old parties in power. :

Though the war has brought 
temporary alleviation to the farm- 
er’s position in some ways, notably 
through higher prices and_ in- 
creased demand for his products, 
basically there has been no per- 
manent change in agriculture’s re- 
lation to the rest of the Canadian 
economy.

REGINA, Sask. — Prospects 
were bright for two-way trade be- 
tween Saskatchewan and British 
co-operatives, it was stated by 
Premier T. C. -Douglas upon his 
return from overseas, where he 
met Scottish and English co-op- 
erative officials and visited Sas- 
katchewan men with the ‘armed 
services. 

Expectation is that provincial 
government and Saskatchewan co- 
operative representatives will tra- 
vel to Britain shortly to investi- 
gate further possibilities of an ex- 
change of goods, said Mr. Douglas.

x 24-page tabloid magazine 
called “Social Suicide’, a revision 
of Trestrail’s earlier book, “Stand 
Up and be Counted”. Viciously at- 
tacking the C.C.F. and organized 
labor with all the old smears about 
“regimentation”, “confiscation”, 
“Nazis Methods” “union racket- 
cors’, State Socialism”, the tabloid 
algo carries a strong flavor of anti- 
Semitism. Some three million 
copies have been printed, and a let- 
ter sent by Trestrail to business 
men soliciting funds states it will 
be delivered to every postal address 
in Canada. Distribution is already 
under way. The cost of printing 
and mailing the tabloid alone is ¢s- 
timated at close to half a million 
dollars. 


Trestrail claims that he and his 
backers are also conducting a na- 
tion-wide campaign of newspaper 
advertising and radio broadcasts, 
and are sending out propaganda di- 
rectives for the use of candidates 
and speakers. 


Big Business Support 

Big Business forces have been 
powerfully lined up behind the 
anti-C.C.I’. campaign. In his appeal 
for funds Trestrail says: ‘“Meet- 
ings have been held with groups of 
leading citizens in 16 cities in On- 
tario, and the reaction has been 
uniformly unanimous in endorse- 
ment and support of the campaign. 
Committees have been formed in 
each centre to follow up the meet- 
ings by personal contacts. Similar

six other cities in Ontario, as well 
as in the Maritimes and the west. 

“General Relations Service Lim-

Proper Information! 

The present anti-C.C.F., anti- 
labor drive is based on the results 
of an experimental campaign con- 
ducted in Toronto last year, Tres- 
trail explains. (This was the cam- 
paign sponsored under the name of 
the “Society for Individual Frec- 
dom”). “Surveys were conducted 
covering six different groups of 
Canadians, totalling 3,000 people in 
all, including workers, farmers and 
women. The results of these sur- 
veys provide fairly conclusive evid- 
ence that from 25% to 40% of the

the Saskatchewan Horse Market- 
ing Co-operative Association,, op- 
erator of the plant, to the extent 
of $50,000.

The Saskat- 
chewan plant will be in operation 
within a few months. Between 40 
and 50 men will be employed. 


There were some 250,000 sur- 
plus horses in southwest Saskat- 
chewan, said Mr. Sturdy, using up 
pastures which could be better em- 
ployed in the feeding of cattle and 
sheep. Farmers and ranchers got 

“ridiculously low prices” ’ for 
horses they sold.

Units in Armed 
Forces Camps 


TORONTO (CPA)—Our mod- 
ern, up-to-date and_ splendidly- 
equipped hospital units, paid for 
with our Victory Bonds, and 
placed in Armed Forces service 
camps throughout Canada, are be- 
ing deliberately destroyed. 

They are located in rural points, 
where there is the greatest need 
among our civilian population for 
hospital accomodation ‘and equip- 
ment, where our country doctors 
are severely handicapped for lack 
of these very things. 


Whitton Survey 


Dr. Charlotte Whitton, who re- 
cently made a cross-country sur- 
vey of these facilities, says in the 
“Family Herald and Weekly Star’ 
(May 16): 

“Cafeteria, sanitation and hos- 
pital equipment, including dental 
facilities, have been of unusual 
standard. Many units have had ex- 
cellent lounge, educatiunal and 
recreational facilities well devel- 
oped. While not fireproof, and 
temporary, these disadvantages 
are offset by their one-storey 
structure, the openness of corri- 
dors and the number of exits. 
Their rate of depreciation is such 
as to leave them many years of 
useful service for these social pur- 
poses. 


Paid for by People 


“All .such quarters have been 
paid for by all the people of Can- 
ada: they are scattered across all 
the provinces. They and their con- 
tents are marked for dismantling 
and salvage. Does it seem com- 
mon sense for Canadian public 
opinion to insist that all these re- 
sources, as they are marked for 
release within each _ province, 
should first be offered to that 
province at purely nominal trans- 
fer costs for use in the extension 
of its Social Utilities?” 

Here’s part of what we own: 

At Camp Borden alone, accord- 
ing to one medical officer inter- 
viewed, facilities which would 
provide complete travelling dental 
clinics to serve four or five sur- 
rounding counties, plus excellent 
equipment for training dental 
students.

Want to Keep Jobs 
WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
Women’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor has just released 
the first of the surveys it is making 
in war production centers to see 
how many women want to go on 
working after the shooting stops. 
It shows that three out of every 
four in the Detroit area plan to 
continue. and that with 85 per 
cent of them it is a matter of 
necessity, rather than choice.
